CARRANZA IS WARNED 
TO ARREST MURDERERS 


Nineteen American Citi- 
zens Have Been Killedin 
the Tampico District 
Since April, 1917 — Ro- 
ney and Bowles Were 
From Texas. 


Washington, January ®.—Receipt | 


by the state department late today 
of advices that two more American 
oll men, F. J. Roney and _ Earl 
Bowles, had been murdered by Mex- 
icans in the Tampico district of 
Mexico, was followed by instruc- 
tions to the American embassy in 
Mexico City to urge the Mexican 
government to take every possible 
step to bring about the capture and 
punishment of the murderers. 

First word of the killing of the 
two Americans, which brought the 
total of American citizens murdered 
in the Tampico district since April, 
1917, up to nineteen, reached Wash- 
ington through private sources. 
Later the state department § 4n- 
founced the receipt of similar ad- 
‘vicés and outlined the steps which 
had been taken by the department 
in the case. The department's in- 
formation, which came from the 
American consul at Tampico, said 
the bodies of Roney and Bowles, 
who were employed by the Inter- 
national Petroleum company, were 
discovered yesterday. 

The state department also was 
informed during the day in a re- 
port from the American consul at 
Mazatian, Mexico, that Harry  V. 
Leonard and Harry O. Martin, mem- 
bers of the crew of the United 
States submarine tender Pocomoke, 
arrested in Mazatlan November 12, 
after a street fight with a Mexican, 
-had been sentenced to two months 
imprisonment. The report said, 
however, that as the sentence dated 
back to November 12, when the two 
bluejackets were arrested, their re- 
lease should be effected January 12. 

Anacuncement by Department. 

The killing of Roney and Bowles 
was announced by the department In 
the following statement: 

“A Tampico dispatch to the de- 
partment of state announced today 
that F. J. Roney and Earl Bowles. 
Americans, were murdered near 
Port Lobos, an oil loading station 
between Tampico and Tuxpam, Mex- 
ico, and that their bodies were dis- 
covered January The men were 
employees of the International Pe- 
troleum company. It is reported 
that the men were suspected = to 
have in their possession pay funds 
of the companty.

Washington, January 6.—Not tn 
the history of the democratic par- 
ty has there been such keen iIn- 
terest in a pre-campaign gathering 
as is evidenced throughout the 
United States in the national con- 
ferences to begin informally in 
Washington tomorrow and to cul- 
minate in the national committee 
meeting on Thursday and the great 
Jackson day dinners on Thursday 
evening. 

Wilson and Bryan. 
Interest in the banquet, particu- 
larly with regard to the positions 
to be taken by President Wilson 
and by Mr. Bryan, greatly ovVer- 
shadowed amdng the assembling 
committeemen tonight the real pur- 


| pose of the meeting here, which is 


to select a time and place for the 
national convention. 
light was shed during the day on 
the probable contents of Mr. Wil- 
son's letter or Mr. Bryan’s spetch, 
and it was indicated that the ime 
tentions of both would be kept un- 
der cover until Thursday night. 

Characterized as “an im- 
portant word” by white house offi- 
cials, the nature of Mr. Wilson's 
message is being carefully guarded. 
Speculation revolves about what he 
may say on a third term and on 
the peace treaty as a campaign is- 
sue. 

Guesses About Bryan. 

Guesses about Mr. Bryan’s address 
touch on these same subjects, many 
of the party leaders expecting him 
to declare his stand on the treaty 
and to put himself definitely into 
the running for the nomination. In 
the past few weeks his friends have 
been very active in his behalf and 
they expect the banquet to give 
the opportunity for him to again 
assume a conspicuous place in the 
party councils. 

Mr. Bryan has been quoted as 
urging. at a recent meeting here 
with several democratic senators, 
that the treaty be ratified promptly 
with compromise reservations, and 
in some quarters it is believed he 
may reiterate that stand Thursday 
night. There are cOmmitteemen 
who belleve that the president, on 
the other hand, may ask in his 
message that the party go before 
the country on a platform far un- 
reserved ratification.

Chicago, January 6.—While plans 
were being made today to begin 
hearings in deportation proceedings 
against 224 radicals before an immi- 
gration inspector tomorrow, the de- 
partment of justice officials released 
Rafael Mallen, former employee of 
the federal trade commission, who 


; Was arrested last night. Mallen was 


virtually Siven a clean bill and it 
wes ‘denied the government had 
sotght hig arrest. 

John T. Creighton, special assist- 
ant atéérney general, gave a@ state- 
ment saying that the government 
had no evidence that Mallen be- 
longed to any radical organization 
and that “it appeared to be ques- 
tionable whether he is not an Amer- 
ican citizen, as he appears to have 
been born the city of New York.” 

Arrested by Police 

Mallen was arrested by the police, 
who said the government wanted 
him as a radical. The government 
agents denied it and after “all the 
authorities had denied that they had 
anything against Mallen he was re- 
leased. He denied any connection 
with radical movements. 

Mallen was seized immediately 
upon’ his return from Mexico. He 
was charged with being a member 
of a communist party. In 1917 he 
was confined in the Camp Grant 
military prison as a conscientious 
objector. 


Mallen was born in this 


country, but went to Mexico before 
|} he was of age; is said to have ad- 
| mitted he is a Mexican citizen. His 
'father is reported to be a political 


adviser to President Carranza. 
Statement About Mallen. 

Washington, January 6.—The fed- 
eral trade commission, through J. 
P Yoder, its secretary, tonight is- 
sued the following statement: 

“Rafael Mallen, mentioned 
press dispatches from Chicago, is 
not an employee of the federal trade 
commission. He has not been in 
the employ of the federal trade 
commission for about a year: He 
was not employed as a statistician. 
but as a minor clerk, whose services 
were obtained by the commission in 
Strict accordance with the rules of 
employing clerks in the government 
service.”

Washington, January 6.—A defi- 
nite program of compromise reser- 
vations, said to represent the views 
of forty-four democratic senators, 
was submitted to “mild reservation” 
republicans today by Senators Ken- 
drick, of Wyoming, and McKellar, 
of Tennessee. 

The reservations were regarded at 
the capitol as representing the pro- 
gram proposed by William J. Bryan 
asabasis for compromise negotia- 
tions between the democratic and 
republican friends of the treaty, 
Authorship of them was credited 
to Mr. Bryan. 

Senators Kendriek and McKellar 
sought to have the “mild reservatip

purport to represent thé views of 
either President Wilson, Senator 
Hitchcock, the administration floor 
leader, or Senator Underwood, who 
seeks to capture the leadership from 
Mr. Hitchcock.

No Huge Credits 


Needed by Europe 


Declares Hoover 


He Takes Emphatic Ex- 
ception to Statements, of 
European Propagandists 
as to Money Needed 
From United States. 


New York, January 6.—Herbert 
Floover, on his way east in connec- 


tion with felief work in Europe, to-- 


day telegraphed to his headquarters 
in this city a.statement in which he 
took emphatic exception to opinions 
of “European propagandists, both 
concerning the volume of Europe's 
financial needs from the United 
States, and the contention that the 
great bulk of these needs cannot be 
met by ordinary commercial cred- 
its.” 

Asserting that “with our taxes 600 
per cent over previous rates,” there 
is no need for drawing on the Unit- 
ed States treasury for further loans, 
Mr. Hoover stated that aside from 
some secondary measures by our 


“government, the problem is one of 


ratification of peace and ordinary 
business processes.” He adds that 
“by secondary measures I mean that 
some dozen cities in céntral and 
southern Europe need breadstuffs 
on credit from the grain corpora- 
tion to prevent actual starvation 
and that allies are asking for 
temporary Gelay in paying Interést 
on our government loans to them.” 

Outside of temporarily deferring 
interest, Mr. Hoover continues, 
America’s task is reduced to helping 
out the bread supply of less than 5 
per cent of the population of Eu- 
rope: that no such situation exists 
as that which confronted America 
last year. at this time. and that 
there is no ground for hysteria on

On Peacetime Basis 


Reorganization -of the Emory: 


Unit, the base hospital unit of At- 
lantans, that served with. such re- 
markable credit overseas, was begun 
Tuesday night, with a view, to ac- 
quiring a voluntary organization 
that will function on a peace-time 
basis. 

The request from the war. ‘lepart- 
ment that this be done, if possible 
and agreeable to the former mem- 
bers of the unit, came through the 


American Red Gross, and the unit 


will be sponsored by the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross. | 


Dr. E. C. Davis, former lieutenant- 


colonel in command of the outfit 
during its service in training and 
as one of the best hospitals in 
France, attended the meeting "Cues- 
day night, and expressed the opin- 
ion that the remarkable esprit de 
corps of the organization will in- 
sure a reorganization that will be 
almost unanimous. 
Service Voluntary. 

Social features will.be provided 
for the. old Emory Unit men, and 
service on the peace-time pasis will 
be entirely voluntary, even if oc- 
casion should arise when iz was 
thought that their services would be 
needed. Emergencies or disasters, 
or any circumstance that lemanded 
the use of a base hospital, would 
probably find a call: for the yolun- 
tary service of the new reorza@ized 
unit, but even in the time of war, 
it was pointed out, there ‘would be 
no drafting, no ee or ebli- 

ion attached to servic® 
The war department, in making 
the request of the Red Cross that 
this be done, said that the Emory 
unit was selected because it was an 
organization that had been specially 
chosen for its purpose, and was not 
just an outfit. Specialists were 
chosen for the work when the orig- 
inal organization was formed, and 
the same plan will be followed in 
the enrollment of volunteerg for the 
organization, chiefly social, but 
which will serve, if necessary, in 
the case of an epidemic, or an 


emergency of startling exigencies. 


Support of Red Cross. 

Robert S Parker, representing the 
Atlanta chepter of the Red: Cross, 
said that the unit. would have every 
co-operation of the chapter in any- 
thing. that it undertakes, -and 
bréught the message from Lee Ash- 
craft, chairman of the 4@lanta chap- 
te®, pledging the support of every 
member. ¥

will have a personnel of 65 nurses, 
33 doctors, and about 100 enlisted 
men.

FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 

New York, January 6.—Rhode 
Island's and Kentucky’s ratification 
of the federal woman suffrage 
amendment today brings the number 
of states which have accepted'it to 
twenty-four. Ratification "by twelve 
more states’ is necessary before the 
amendment becomes effective and 
officers of the national American 
Woman's Suffrage association. today 
declared they would conduct 2a ac- 
tive campaign to obtain the. ueces- 
sary thirty-six ratifications before 
the presidential primaries in April. 

Women of twenty-one states, in- 
cluding Rhode Island, will enjoy 


presidential suffrage this .year re- 
gardless of whether tne amendment 
becomes effective before the presi- 
dential primaries, according to suf- 
frage association officials. These 
are Rhode Island, lowa, 
Maine, Minnesota, Missouri, Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio, Illinois, North Dakata, 
Nebraska, Veimont, Tennef e, 
Michigan, Kansas, New York, M. - 
tana, Utah,. Cali’ornia, South Dak - 
ta and Colorado. Of. these, Indiana, 
Vermont and Tennessee have not 
yet ratified the federal amendment. 

States which have ratified the 
gage mae and in which presiden- 

al woman suffrage this year is 
contingent upon the amendment be- 
coming effective, are Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Arkansas and Texas. 
of women in Arkansas and Texas is 
limited to. state primaries. 

Special legislative sessions to take 
action on. the: amendment already 
have been called for the next few 
weeks by Oregon, Indiana and Ida- 
ho. Arizona, Nevada, Oklahoma, 
Washington and Wyoming, whosee 
legislatures do not meet this year, 
also are expected to call. special ses- 
sions to take action on e amend- 
ment. Other states, in which the 
amendment probably will be taken 
up~in treguiar -sessions this year, 
are: Louisiana, Mississippi, Virginia, 
Georgia, South Carolina and New 
Jersey. 


Providehce, R. I.. January 6.—The 
federal woman suffrage amendment 
was ratified by the legislature to- 
day. The ratification resolution 
passei the house by a vote of 89 to 

, and a few- minutes later was 
adopted by the senate with one dis- 
senting ~ vote. : 

Frankfort, Ky., January 6.—Rat- 
tification of the federal woman suf- 
frage amendment was completed by 
the Kentucky legislature late this 
afternoon. The house of representa- 
tives voted 72 to 25 and the genate 
30 to 8, to ratify the amendment. 
There wae little debate in the lower 
house, but action in the senate was 
not taken until an amendment which

Another -incident of tragic inter- 
est is the story that comes from 
San Juan Cosmatepec, where it is 
said outlaws raided the ruins of the 
town, driving the survivors of the 
earthquake into the fields and fun- 
gies. Cosautlan, village of 2,500 
residents, was left wtih only two: 
buildings intact. ‘An _uncounted 
number. of victims is still béneath 
the ruins. . 

These three towns were apparent- 
ly close to the exact center of~the 
earthquake which. is on the eastern 
side of the volcano Orizaba.

If, as City Attorney Mayson de- 
clares, a woman cannot under the 
law be ‘elected city’ warden in At- 
lanta, it is high time that this

All law is supposed to be based, 
in a democracy, upon the principle 
of the greatest good to the great- 
est number—the best interests of 
the masses, in other words. 

Any law that conflicts with or 
impinges upon that principle ought 
to be repealed: 

When a law governing eligibility 
to public office acts as A bar to 
the filling of a specific position by 
a woman, regardless of her dem- 
onstrated and universally recog- 
nized competency and _ fitness, 
simply because she is a woman in- 
stead of a man, that law ts detrt- 
mental to the public welfare and 
should be erased from the statute 
books at the earliest opportunity.

Now comes the supreme court 
with an opinion declaring the war- 
time enforcement act constitution- 
al, inasmuch as “tho ways and 
means of enforcing prohibition rest 
solely with congress,” and declar- 
ing that “the right of congress to 
suppress the liquor traffic is not 
an implied power, but one specific- 
ally granted,” and that “that power 
has not ended through the cessa- 
tion of hostilities,”

simply affirm the constitutionality 
of the Volstead prohibition enforce- 
ment law.

Sible to the present generation of 
citizens. The only remedy think- 
able exists in the far future and will 
be applied by a new generation of 
men educated from their childhood 
to reference for law, both human 
and divine, to obedience to the laws, 
and to insistence upon the adminis- 
tration of law being prompt, impar- 
tial and irreversible except for the 
highest interests of justice. 
Singular as it may seem, yet the 
truth of the matter is that the tap- 


root of lynch law is to be found in 
the bench of the community court. 
The lawful ‘‘fountain of justice” irri- 
Sates it, propagates it, until, like 
the alleged century plant. It surren- 
ly looms in the air and flowers in 
flames, blood and murder. The law’s 
delay is the lynchers’ dope. It in- 
flames revenge and stupefies con- 
science.

How to get, meantime, that educa- 
tion of public spirit that will enforce 
law action and law obedience is the 
main question.

The generation that preceded us 
understood fully, in an era provoc- 
ative of mass action and mob de- 
fensiveness, that courts must be easy 
1f access and be certain engines of 
justice. 

At the 1877 Convention, 

In the Georgia constitutional con. 
vention of 1877 the subject of ju- 
dicial protection for individuals and 
for the public was gravely and wise- 
ly considered. In the debate that 
sage old statesman, General Toombs, 
arose and said; 

‘“T only desire to say one word. 
Six hundred and sixty-two years ago 
our rude ancestors met upon a@ plain 
at Runnymede and established a 
great system of judiciary in one line 
of bad Latin. They made King John 
say: ‘We will sell to none, we will 
deny to none, we will delay to. none, 
right and justice,’ and we (the peo- 
ple of Georgia) must make as many 
courts as are necessary to carry out 
those grand utterances.”

Reign of Judge Lynch” in America. 
That story would put to shame some 
of the rabid critics in other sections 
of our country who are so free 
and bitter in their denunciations of 
“lynch law in the south” and par- 
ticularly in Georgia. 
Not Born In South. 

Lynch law was not born in the 
south. It is the bastard son of New 
England and New York. It is a sur- 
viving carpet-bagger in Georgia. 

But I am wandering far afield. 
What I gvish to emphasize is that 
we, the people of Georgia, must ap- 
ply to the lynch spirit in our midst 
whatever restraint or remedy there 
may be. 

To expect or to threaten any re- 
lief from it by action of the federal 
government is altogether vain. That 


government has no. constitutional 
right or power to interfere in the 
jurisdiction of any state over crimes 
committéd against its own laws or 
citizens. Alexanger Hamilton and 
all the other expounders of the con- 
stitution, when they were proposing 
it for ratification, assured the con- 
ventions of the states that the fed- 
eral government could not take any 
jurisdiction over crimes committed 
in the state in violation of state 
laws. 

Since this lynching problem be- 
came acute in recent years many 
lawyers and national legislators 
have been appealed to and asked to 
discover some method by which the 
federal powers can be used to pun- 
ish lynchers. They have uniformly 
reported that no such power ap- 
pears anywhere in the relations that 
exist between federal and state gov- 
ernments. 

Only an amendment of the federal 
constitution, in which three-fourths 
of the states would confer such pow- 
ers upon the federal government, 
would avail—and no such amend- 
ment will ever be submitted by the 
congress: but, if submitted, it could 
not command ratification by the nec- 
essary three-fourths of the states, 
for reasons too obvious to be elab- 
orated in this article. 

Let us turn our eyes from the 
capitol at Washington and fix them 
upon the courthouse at fhe county 


seat. In that capitol should reside 
the power of the irreducible unit 
of American government and pro- 
tection for life, liberty and prop- 
erty. When a mob can safely mock 
the judge, side-track the sheriff and 
his power to summon the whole 
county to ‘his side, pack the jury- 
box and defiantly set down to supper 
with its hands red with the blood 
and grimy from the charred bones 
of a safely captured and surely help- 
less human subject of the law, then 
civilization has become a delusion 
and the face of God become clouded 
by the smoke of its funeral pyre.

Some general rules for serving in- 
valids are as follows: Cook all 
foods carefully and _ thoroughly 
Serve hot viands steaming hot on 
carefully warmed dishes. Serve 
cold things in just the right stage 
of crispness. Serve small amounts 
daintily arranged. Use pretty china 
and immaculate linen. If possible, 
place a cut flower or tiny plant on 
the tray. Let something on the 
menu be a surprise. Monotony in 
diet is as bad as poorly cooked food. 

Always remove all signs of medi- 
cine glasses, etc., as well as wash 
basins, towels and other sick-room 
disarray—before placing the meal 
before the patient. All this atten- 
tion to detail tends to create an ap- 
petite, and the housewife who un- 
derstands this phase of nursing is 
of the greatest possible assistance to 
the physician.

AGAINST SCRAPPING 
OF THE A. B. & A. 


At a meeting of representative 
business men along the line of the 
A. B. & A. railroad, which was 
neld in Fitzgerald under the local 
chamber of commerce, resolutions 
were adopted calling upon Géor- 
gia’s congressional representatives 
to indorse legislation that will 


guarantee the income and financial 
protection to railroads for six 
months after they are returned to 
their private owners. 

This meeting, according to ad- 
vices received from Fitzgerald, was 
largely attended and many rousing 
talks made by prominent railroad 
and business men interested in the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad caused enthusiastic action 
to be taken’ with reference to the 
future of this -valuable railway 
property. 

The meeting was called to order 
by W. A. Adams, secretary of the 
Fitzgerald Chamber of Commerce. 
The visiting business men from 
Brunswick, Thomasville, Moultrie, 
Tifton, Cordele, Rebecca, Montezu- 
ma, Manchester and General Mana- 
ger B. L. Bugg of the A., B. & A., 
were presented to the gathering by 
Presigient Mays, of the chamber of 
com erce, 

J. S. Pcters, a prominent banker 
of Manchester, spoke of the needs 
of railroads for higher freight 
rates, and touched upon the move- 
ment on the part of certain security 


holders of the A, & A. to scrap 
the road, report of which was re- 
cently confirmed in a statement by 
Vice President Brooks Morgan. A. 
M. Smith, of the Brunswick Board 
of Trade, and W. E. Algee, of Tifton, 
spoke along the same lines. General 
Manager B. L. Buge also made a 
forceful address upon the problems 
confronting the state and national 
railroads. 

At the conclusion of the addresses 
a cummittee on resolutions was ap- 
pointed, which prepared the paper 
which was adopted. The resolution 
follows: 

“The conditions confronting the 
operations of the railroads of this 
state are such that only a few of 
our lines are able to meet their 
actual operating expenses, produc- 
ing a condition most deplorable, 
and which we regard with deep 
concern; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we urge qur sen- 
ators and representatives, both in- 
dividually and collectively, to sup- 
port remedial legislation: that they 
recommend senators and representa- 
tives also to support such legisla- 
tion now pending to relieve the 
existing conditions: and that we 
heartily indorse such measures as 
will guarantee the income and 
financial protection of the roads 
for six months after the return of 
same to their owners.” 


HEALTH BOARD REPORT 
READY ON JANUARY 10 


Influenza Epidemic Made 
Mortality Rate Heavy for 
Several Months. 


As the reports for the month of 
December will not begin to come 
until January 10 and a consolida- 
tion of the reports for the entire 
year will not be available until 
some time thereafter, the state de- 
partment of health yesterday could 
Five only a general idea of health 
conditions in Georgia last year. 

“The influenza epidemic prevalent 
during the first three months of the 
year undoubtedly made the mortal- 
ity for those months abnormally 
large,” said Dr. W. A. Davis, statis- 
tician for the state board. 

“It is quite certain, although the 
figures have not yet been consel- 
idated to verify the statement, that 
the death rate for tme rest of the 
year was considerably under the 
average, This is accounted for by 
the terrible death toll from influ- 
enza. Its victims, genera .y speak- 
ing, possessed feebler powers of re- 
sistance than those who survived. 
Consequently when its ravages 
ceased, the rate of mortality from 
other causes also declined. 

“Aside from 
death followed the usual cycle ob- 
served in other years. In the winter 
months pneumonia is a pre-potent 
cause, which last year was over- 
shagowed by influenza. The sum- 
mer months bring with them a high- 
er infant mortality and a prevalence 
of typhoid fever and other enteric 
diseases. With the opening of the 
schools, diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
measles leap into prominence. Diph- 
,theria seems to have been particu- 
larly widespread during the last 
months for which we have reports 
available, September, October and 
November.”

Athletic Authorities and 
Undergraduates Are Go- 
ing to Learn Something 
If Probe Is Pressed, Say 
Cornell Councils. 


Newark, N. J., January 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Yale athletic authorities and 
undergraduates are going to learn 
something if they press their claim 
for an investigation of the sloven- 
ly play of the Yale football team 
the past season, according to mem- 
bers of the Cornell athletic coun- 
cils, who are close to Dr. Sharpe 
and have probably become ac- 
quainted with some inside facts 
which have not been made public. 

Dr. Sharpe, withstanding caustic 
criticism with remarkable fortitude 
since the Yale-Harvard game noti- 
fied the authorities two weeks ago 
that he would be willing to assist 
in any kind of probe desired, and 
would also be willing to step down 
and out in favor of Tad Jones, or. 
any other mentor Yale cared to em- 
ploy, despite the fact his contract 
has two years to run. 

The Sharpe-Yale controversy has 
stirred collegiate circles in the east 
as they have not been stirred for a 
decade. Yale undergraduates and 
alumni are said to have lost heavi- 
ly on the Yale-Harvard contest, and 
from this class has come the most 
insistent demands for an investiga- 
tion looking

game. 

To date Sharpe has blamed no 
one. It is a fact in some sections 
Sharpe is exonerated because many 
of the Yale gridiron squad did not 
co-operate with him.

A few days ago I was discussing 
‘the plays and players of other times 
with a group of friends and the con- 
versation drifted around to the toll 
of golfers who gave their all in 
the great war.

On their honor roll we find the 
name of Norman Hunter, probably 
lone of the best-known British golf- 
ers over here. Norman came with 
the British-Cambridge team. This 
team was very successful and Nor- 
man Hunter particutarly' distin- 
‘guished himself by making a record 
of 72 over the Chicago Golf club 
course. This was a remarkable 
score with the old hard ball and 
was untouched for a number of 
years. Of course at that time we 
‘really had nothing quite 
enough for the British team. 

In 1912 Norman Hunter came 
over again, this time to play in our

Advised Reduction of 
“Unessential Loans” 
Starts Liquidation, Lead- 
ing Shares Losing 2 to 5 
Points—Rally Towards

New York, January 6.—The sig- 
nificant feature of -today’s stock 
market was t reaction which set 
in On publication of the address by 
Governor Harding, of the federal 
reserve board at Washington, to 
leading bankers of the country ad- 
vising reduction of “unessential 
loans,” 

Liquidation was not disorderly in 
any instance, but the rapidity with 
which leading Shares fell 2 to 5 
points and specialties 3 to nearly 
ten indicated that the market te- 
mained\ extremely sensitive to 


monetary conditions. 

It is yet too early to forecast the 
effect of the reserve board’s recom- 
mendations, but conservative fi- 
nancial interests are known to be in 
accord with the attitude of the cen- 
tral bank, especially where stocks 
of speculative character are con- 
cerned. 

There was again a dearth of time 
money, but call ‘money, or demand 
loans, which opened in free supply 
at eight per cent, the lowest initial 
quotation since the November set- 
back, fell to six per cent later, 
despite the warnings conveyed in 
the news from Washington. 

Rails were the only important 
shares to hold their ground, while 
liquidation was underway, but ship- 
pings, steels, oils, motors and their 
subsidiaries ‘and high priced  spe- 
cialties, notably American Woolen, 
yielded easily.

New York, January 6.—Considering the lower rate quoted: today 
for call money, many people were surprised at the way stock prices 
declined immediately after the opening this morning.

No New Policy. 

As far as can be learned, the loan of $17,000,000 by the war finance 
corporation to exporters of harvester machinery, 
trical machinery represents no new policy on the part of the corpora- 
tion, which has always stood ready to make such advances under the 
terms laid down by the law.

Columbus, Ohio, January 6.—De- 
fending the action of himself and 
Acting President John L. Lewis in 
agreeing to accept Presi@ent Wil- 
son’s proposal for settlement of the 
soft-coal minefs’ strike, William 
Green, international secretary of 
the United Mine Workers, declared 
the only other alternative was. ‘‘dis- 
aster and defeat for the miners’ or- 
ganization.” 

“We could have whipped the coal 
operators, but we could not, if we 
had wanted to, whip the. strongest 
government on earth—our govern- 
ment—which had just finished whip- 
ping Germany. 

“If we had not accepted President 


Wilson’s propo@l of settlement the 


powers of the federal government 
would have been turned loose on us 
with greter ferocity than anything 
we have ever seen,’’ Green contin- 
ued. “We knew we had reached the 
limit,” he asserted, as the delegates, 
with loud applause and cheering, 
voiced approval of what he said. 
“With every mining community in 
the country honeycombed with fed- 
eral agents, gathering evidence 
against our men, our funds tied up 
and women and children freezing 
and facing starvation, how, in the 
name of God, could we go on wWith 
the strike,”’ he continued. 
Some Delegates Fight Pian, 

Green’s speech followed an at- 
tempt on the part of some of the 
delegates, led by Robert H. Harlin, 


president of the Washington min- 
ers, to defeat the purpose of the 
motion by Philip H. Murray, of 
Pennsylvania, to approve the actions 
of the officers, by requiring . the 
award which is to be made py the 
president’s commission to be sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote, or a 
reconvened convention of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. 

Secretary Green and Acting Pres- 

ident Lewis warned the delegates 
that to do otherwise than to accept 
the proposal would not be keeping 
faith with the president’s proposal 
and that the commission might not 
make any award if the miners 
should decide to reserve the right 
to a referendum on the commission's 
findings. Lewis ruled Harlin’s 
amendment out of order. 
Both Lewis and Green stated that 
acceptance of the president's pro- 
posal meant that the miners agreed 
to abide by the decision of the 
president’s commission. Lewis de- 
clared the public and the commis- 
Sion are entitled to know whether 
the operators and the miners will 
abide. by its decision. “If they do 
not agree to abide by the decision 
then there can be no arbitration,” 
Lewis said. The president's pros 
posal, Lewis said, was predicated 
upon his belief that it would be ac- 
cepted by both parties. 

Lewis will address the convention 
tomorrow and then the convention 
will vote on the motion to affirm 
the action of the officers. 

The debate over the Harlin 
amendment and the speech of Sec- 
retary Green clarified the conven- 
hed ituation and developed the 
real purpose of the convention, 
which is to accept or reject the 
president’s proposal to arbitrate. 


Decision te Quit Ficbt. 


It was made clear to the delegates 
that the officers of the international 
organization, the international ex- 
ecutive board and scale committee 
have already accepted the proposal, 
after being convinced of the futil- 
ity of carrying on a fight, which,

More than 150 
salesmen and district managers 
from all parts of the country are 
present, and, in addition to the daily 
sessions of the convention, there 
are several social events booked for 
the entertainment of the visitors. 

Notable among the visitors is 
W. C. D’Arcy, head of the D’Arcy 
Advertising Agency, of St. Louis, 
whose firnf’ handles much of the 
Coca-Cola publicity. He is a for- 
mer president of the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs and is one of the 
foremost advertising men in the 
country today. 

Archie Lee to Speak. 

Archie Lee, a former newspaper 
man, is also one of the prominent 
speakers on the program. Mr. Lee is 
also with the D’Arcy Advertising 
Agency, a position he has held since 
his discharge from the army several 
months ago. 

A business meeting held last 
night at the Piedmont hotel was for 
the purpose of discussing matters 
pertaining to the legal end of the 
business, and this was attended by 
several members of the iegal staif 
of the company. 

A notable feature of the conven- 
tion will be the banquet and dance 
that will be given the _ visitors 
Thursday evening at the Vruid Hills 
Country club.

E. Pratt, of New 
York, a prominent membBer of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World; by Joseph Potsdamer, of the 
Katalenus Lithographing Manufac- 
turing company; by Lewis B. Ely, 
of the D’Arcy Advertising company, 
and by Archie Lee, of the firm last 
mentioned. 

Expressing his belief in the per- 
manence of the world trend toward 
advertising, which he terms one of 
the most beneficent forces of the 
day, . D’Arcy, of St. Louis, 
gave out the following interesting 
address Tuesday afternoon: 


Mr. D’Arcy’s Speech. 


“The new era that advertising 
has entered upon was born of the 
realfzation by England, France, 
Italy, and finally America, all of 
whom first entertained prejudices 
against publicity, that the printed 
word was a fundamentally essential 
factor in winning victory. No na- 
tion could sell its taxes or its bonds 
to its people—could not conduct any 
phase of its business—without ad- 
vertising. And winning the war 
was the busipess of the world at 
that time. 

“Just how conclusively govern- 
mental consciousness of the neces- 
sity of advertising was created dur- 
ing the wa ris exemplified in the at- 
titude of the American government 
today. While the United’ States was 
under arms, Unéle Sam pursued the 
policy of using publicity ~ mainly 
through having private business in- 
terests pay for it. A page devoted 
to this purpose or that purpose 
would be secured through the dona- 
tions of patriotic merchants, manu- 
facturers, and the like. At no time 
did the government's program em- 
body any considerable expenditure 
by the government direct. 


Government Advertising. 


“But the returns that these con- 
tributed advertisements brought the 
overwhelming response that their 
publication invariably drew, the 
profoundly’ significant influenca 
that they uniformly exerted, has 
changed this attitude. Today, you 
see the army, the navy, the marines, 
the department of agriculture and 
other important branches of the 
federal government, in the position 
national advertisers who count 
upon publicity as an essential fac- 
tor in accomplishing whatever end 
is in view. 

“I believe that the enormous in- 
crease in the use of advertising 
since the war is of legitimate origin 
and that the trend is toward a 
greater volume. This applies both 
to the medium of the national pe- 
riodical and the daily newspaper. 
For bulwarking a national cam- 
paign—for crystalizing local senti- 
ment created by national publicity, 
I am certain that the big advertisers 
of America are depending more and 
more every day-upon the news: 
papers, 

“Advertising is successful only in 
proportion to the degree of sincerity 
and honesty behind it. A crook, a 
minister or a layman may write 
equally clever copy, but the returns 
realized will inevitably be measured 
by the integrity of the advertiser 
and his product. And no adver- 
tiser can win a reputation for a 
meritorious product through adver- 
tising and the nmaintain its pres.~ 
tige with a product of lower qual- 
ity. It is admitted that there are 
malpractors in advertising. But a 
dishonest clergyman does not nul- 
lify the tenets of the Bible, one 
crocked college professor casts no 
reflection on a diploma, a doctor 
who misapplies his talents does’not 
lower the dignity of the medical 
profession.”

“FRAME-UP” LAID 
TO FEDERAL AGENTS. 


Washington, January 6.—A state- 
ment issued to the press here to- 
night by S. Nuortova, who said he 
Was secretary to L. C. A. K. Mar- 
tens, self-styled ambassador to the 
United States from the Russian 
soviet goyernment, charged that 
agents of the department of justice 
had “actively participated” in the 
formulation of communist party 
plattorm planks wnict now form 
the basis of the persecution of thou- 
sands of people.” 

The statement also asserted that 
“we can prove that the chief figures 
in such celebrated bomb plots were 


agents of a similar nature,“ and 
that some other radical activities 
now said to have been instituted by 
Russians “were in reality managed 
and inspired by secret. service 
agents.” 

“The Russian government soviet 
bureau,””. it adds, ‘‘would welcome 
an opportunity to make good these 
assertions before the proposed sen- 
ate investigating committee.” 

“The hearing conducted by the 
proposed senate committee,” the 
statement further asserted, “would 
also have opened wide—if we were 
permitted to testify—the Augean 
stables of the work of Russian re- 
actionaries in this country, who 
have squandered on abominable 
plots and intrigues tens of millions 
of money lent by the American gov- 
ernment to Russia.” The additional 
charge was made that there seemed 
to be “many people besides Mr, 
Boris Bakhmeteff (former _ repre- 
sentative of Kerensky in Washing- 
ton) and his crowd \‘ho would not 
like to have these 
cussed.” 

The bureau had been informed of 
the arrest of Gregory Weinstein, of 
its membership, on deportation pro- 
ceedings and that similar action “‘is 
threatened against Mr. Martens ana 
other members of the staff,” the 
statement said. It added that 
“neither Mr. Martens or | are op- 
posed to going back to Russia.” 

Nuortova, who is quartered at a 
local hotel, in issuing the state- 
ment said Martens was in Wash- 
ington and added that no attempt 
to arrest his chief had been made 
by government agents.

New York, January 6.—Another 
raid was made late today by de- 
partment of justice agents on the 
offices of the Itussian societ news- 
paper Novy Miru.

Recorder’s Orchestra 
Plays to Big House; 
Fiddlers Get No Pay 


Savannah, Ga.,\January 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)
